Colorado Mills reopens 
amid retail uncertainty

Colorado Mills’ comeback 
from a devastating springtime 
hailstorm begins at 10 a.m. 
Tuesday, when much of the 
mall opens its doors for the first 
time since May. 

The relaunch of the 1.1 mil- 
lion-square-foot shopping 
complex in Lakewood — work- 
ers were still cleaning win- 
dows, stocking inventory and 
installing store shelves 24 
hours beforehand — comes at a 
time of intense retail uncertain- 
ty in which online shopping 
continues to encroach on the 


traditional brick-and-mortar 
model. 

There has been no shortage 
of stories this year about the 
troubles facing traditional mall 
anchors, like Macy’s, J.C. Pen- 
ney and Sears, which have shut- 
tered stores around the country 
as online shopping has explod- 
ed. This struggle is playing out 
at Chapel Hills Mall in Colora- 
do Springs, where earlier this 
month, the 1.2 million-square- 
foot center was hit with a pair 
of foreclosure notices totaling 
$37 million. 

And the forecast nationwide 
offers little hope. A report 
from Credit Suisse earlier this 
year warned that between 20 


and 25 percent of shopping 
malls could close in the United 
States over the next five years. 

The viability of Colorado 
Mills won’t start coming into 
focus until Tuesday, when 
shoppers get their first look in- 
side the 15-year-old mall since 
the May 8 storm punched holes 
in the roof and poured untold 
gallons of water into the build- 
ing, trashing store interiors and 
ruining millions of dollars 
worth of inventory. 

Jon Schallert, a Longmont- 
based retail analyst with the 
Schallert Group, said not to 
count the shopping center out.

Colorado regulators say 
the ridesharing service 
allowed felons to drive.

Colorado regulators slapped 
Uber with an $8.9 million penalty 
for allowing 57 people with past 
criminal or motor vehicle offens- 
es to drive for the company, the 
state’s Public Utilities Commis- 
sion announced Monday. 

The PUC said the drivers should 
have been disqualified. They had 
issues ranging from felony convic- 
tions to driving under the influence 
and reckless driving. In some cas- 
es, drivers were working with re- 
voked, suspended or canceled li- 
censes, the state said. A similar in- 
vestigation of smaller competitor 
Lyft found no violations. 

“We have determined that Uber 
had background-check informa- 
tion that should have disqualified 
these drivers under the law, but 
they were allowed to drive any- 
way,” PUC director Doug Dean 
said in a statement. “These ac- 
tions put the safety of passengers 
in extreme jeopardy.” 

Uber spokeswoman Stephanie 
Sedlak provided this statement on 
Monday: 

“We recently discovered a pro- 
cess error that was inconsistent 
with Colorado’s ridesharing regu- 
lations and proactively notified 
the Colorado Public Utilities 
Commission (CPUC). This error 
affected a small number of drivers 
and we immediately took correc- 
tive action. Per Uber safety poli-

Manson legacy includes advancements for victims

Sharon Tate begged for more 
time. She was due to give birth toa 
son in two weeks and pleaded, 
“Please don’t kill me. I just want to 
have my baby.” One of Charles 
Manson’s followers then stabbed 
the actress 16 times and, with a 
towel dipped in her blood, wrote 
“PIG” on her front door. 

Fifteen years after her daugh- 
ter’s death, Doris Tate conjured 
that futile plea as she sat across 
from a Manson Family member 
convicted of killing Tate and four 
others at the star’s home on Aug. 
9, 1969. 

“What mercy, sir, did you show 


my daughter when she was beg- 
ging for her life?” Doris Tate 
asked Charles “Tex” Watson dur- 
ing his 1984 parole hearing. 
“When will I come up for parole? 
Can you tell me that? Will the sev- 
en victims and possibly more 
walk out of their graves if you get 
parole?” 

The moment was powerful not 
only because of the words Tate 
chose but because of what they 
represented: The first victim im- 
pact statement in California. 

Manson, who died Sunday, will 
be remembered for many things: 
his ability to manipulate, his 
failed musical aspirations and his 
capacity for evil.
